Oa the occasions of these inspections we made inquiries 
respecting the current expenses of each Hospital, and as to the 
system of purchasing, storing and issuing of supplies. Ife 
endeavoured to ascertain if the food was prepared in a careful 
and economical manner, and was presented to the patients in a 
wholesome form. 

Knowing the keen interest which your Excellency has taken 
in the welfare of our city, we venture to briefly touch on the 
principal causes which appear to us to predispose to disease, and 
to tax at times the resources of these hospitals. 

1. The city being situated for a considerable part on a low- 

tying and marshy jflain, tends to lower the vitality 
of the population, and thus jjredisposes to disease. 

2. The condition of many of the tenement houses remains a 

disgrace to Dublin, constituting fertile breeding-places 
for disease, and having the worst effect, physically and 
morally, on the poor who dwell in them. 

3. The comparative scarcity of employment, and its fluctuating 

nature, tell heavily on the working classes. They are 
often of an improvident nature, and when thrown out 
of employment for any cause generally suffer great 
misery, which has the effect of debilitating the weak 
and helpless ones who are supported by them. 

4. The Church and School accommodation in many districts 

is quite inadequate, and the over-crowding is a fruitful 
source of spreading disease. 

5. In the principal theatres over-crowding is not always 

strictly guarded against ; whilst the humbler houses of 
amusement, as might be expected, are not scrupulously 
clean, and no doubt contribute their share to the pro- 
pagation of disease. 

6. The insufficiency of wash-houses and public baths makes it 

difficult for many poor people to maintain themselvasina 
cleanly condition, and, in some of the tenement houses, 
water for any purpose is almost at a premium. 

We venture again to repeat the suggestions, made by us in i 
lorirmr Report, as to the practice of holding wakes (oondenmeu 
by the highest religious and medical authorities) being a potent 
factor in the dissemination of disease, and a consequent strain 
on hospital accommodation. We expressed the opinion that, to 
a great extent, this evil might be remedied if in the several 
pa.nshes suitable mortuaries were provided wherein the remains 
might be deposited as soon as possible after death, and ttyre 
retained till removal for burial. This subject merits the senous 
coMideration of the sanitary authorities. , 

We have so frequently expressed our views in former Annua 
Reports on hospital hygiene, ward management, as to thenecessi y 
of invalid cooking, and on the precautions to be taken 
an outbreak of fire, &c., that it is needless at present to adve 
to these matters in detail. Our recommendations have been, m 
the mam, carried out with beneficial effects. 
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We are pleased to report that in most of these hospitals pro- 
hsion has been made for isolating noisy and delirious patients, 

« those affected with offensive medical or surgical conditions, a 
matter of 'gi-eat importance to other patients in general wards. 

The management and genei’al condition of these hospitals have Manog*- 
been satisfactory during the year, and we are glad to report that 
M culpable irregularity on the part of attendants was brought 
aiider om notice, nor have we had any serious or well-founded 
complaint from the patients. 

The fact that Dublin contains so many hospitals has frequently Effioiancy. 
been made the basis of criticism, but as regards efficiency for the 
relief of the sick pooi', we may claim for our hospitals a maximum 
of efficiency with a minimum of expenditure. 

This subject has been carefully analysed in our 39th Annual 
Report, &c., and we find that the relative bed-cost of London and 
Dublin hospitals is favourable to the Dublin system. 

Tfe are of opinion that city hospitals (as distinguished from suuatioii 
convalescent homes and isolation hospitals) should be con- Hospitals, 
veniently situated in proximity to the poor, for whose benefit 
they have be.en constructed, and in this respect the number and 
Bitiiafcion of the Dublin hospitaLs conduce to their efficiency. 

We wish again to advert to the admission into general wards 
of oases of pulmonary phthisis, and to the danger of contagion ‘ 
extending to other patients. We have recommended that in 
each general hospital two suitable wards — one for each sex — 
should he provided for the reception of such cases. It is to be 
hoped that the authorities may be able to give effect to this 
recommendation. 

During the past year the pressure on ward accommodation, 
owing to the prevalence of epidemic illness, has been a great 
strain on the resources of these hospitals ; but we are pleased to 
he able to report that the congestion was coped with in a most 
practical manner., _ . Th a on- 

The various statistical and other tables in the Appendices will 
le found similar in character to those that have hitherto appeared 

our previous reports, but at the same time are indicative of the 
relative changes and results in the operation of the different 
institutions. 

Every expenditure is open to public inspection and criticism, 
and as the accounts are furnished to us on a uniform system, it 
ran he seen whether any one hospital is extravagant as compared 
rrith others — a matter of considerable interest to the public from 
an economic point of view. 

The figures, generally, afford a satisfactory proof that the 
governing bodies are showing a due regard to economy in the 
an'angements for the maintenance of patients in the several 
liospitals under their management. 

On the 1st of April, 1902, there remained 895 patients in these 
hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 13,468 making the 
^hole number under treatment 14,363 of whom 12,5/2 left the 
^erds either cured or relieved, or were discharged for other 
wuaes, and 770 died. 
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EigW hundred and ninety-five remained under treatment in 
these hospitals on the 31st March, 1903. 

Exclusive of incurables, the mortality was 4'08 per cent, on 
those treated to a termination. 

The total daily average number of beds occupied in these 
hospitals throughout the year was l,02o-72. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the patients in the Eoyal Hospital for Incurables) 
averaged 24'85 days.

Lock Hospital. 

We examined the several departments of this institution and 
ound the wards and corridors scrupulously clean and ■well 
ventilated. The samples of food were good, and the cooking 
arrangements were exceUont. 

• inspection therewere76 patients and 3 children 

in the hospital, all of whom appeared well cared for. Those not 
conhned to bed were neatly attired. They assist in cleaning the 
wards, scrubbing the floors, and performing similar work, 

,.® visits we endeavoured to ascertain from the 

pa lents if there existed any well-founded objection to the 
hospital, or it there was any want of kindness on the part of 
nurses, or if the dietary was objected to. In reply to our inter* 

ro^tions no complaints were made. 

We regret, however, to be informed that patients do not avail 
theniselves of this hospital until their disease has become aggra- 
vated or confirmed by delay or neglect; and, unfortunately, they 
cured^^'^'^^™ ^ demand their discharge before being completely 

. rsgurd to the number of soldiers who are constantly 

incapacitated in Dublin from venereal disease, it is apparent that 
V importance to the State that this hospital 

B ould be liberally and efiiciently maintained. • It was, therefore, 
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proposed in 1883-4, subject to the sanction of Parliament, that 
the War Department should pay a fixed annual sum of £260 for 
the maintenance of ten beds, in addition to the sixty now occupied 
and supported by the present Government grant 

The returns received from the hospital afford evidence that it 
fulfils in a fair degree the purpose for which it was establish ed ; 
and we believe that it well merits the support and sympathy of 
the general public. 

The Matron, Mrs. Leeson, deserves commendation for the tact 
she displays in maintaining discipline, and for the practical 
interest .she takes in the discharge of her onerous duties. 

A donation of £1,500 from the Executors of the Weir Bequest 
Fund has permitted the Governors to carry out since our last 
inspection the following much-needed improvements : — 

(1.) A lai’ge apartment has been carefully fitted up and 
set apart as a dining and. work-room for patients physically 
able to leave the wards. 


(2.) The basement floor, formerly in a damp and insani- 
tary condition, has been cleared out, and a new concrete 
floor, topped with cement, has been laid down. 
arrangement will obviate the danger of efiiuvia from the 
ground floor— a frequent and unsuspected cause of un- 
healthiness, for the air supply to the wards is largely drawn 
from this source, by the staircases and along the corridors 
when the windows are shut at night. 

(3.) Modern machinery has been provided for the laundry, 
and two large windows have been constructed, affording 
more light and air for this department. 

(4.) Two new sanitary stacks have also been erected for 
Water-closets situated east and west of the hospital, and are 
fitted up with every modern improvement, having an ample 
supply of water. 

We wish here to express our high appreciation of the work 
done, as we have frequently pointed out, that, to insure the 
purity of the air to the wards, water-closets should always be 
placed outside the main huilding and approached from the wards 
hy a lobby suitably lighted and ventilated. ^ . v , i a 

There were 53 patients in this institution on the 1st ApriJ, 
1902; 423 were admitted, and 8 infants were bom m the house 
during the year ; 4?09 were discharged ; 5 died ; and 70 remained 

on the 31st March, 1903. l 4 . j. j 

The mortality was 1'20 per cent, on the total number treated 

to a termination. . , j a/-oo 

The time spent in hospital hy each patient averaged 46'p- 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the- 
year was 68-87. 


Steevens’s Hospital. 

This hospital was in a satisfactory condition as regards the- 
patients, and no complaint was made to us as to the want or 
attention on the part of the attendants. The cooking and dis- 
tribution of diets are conducted according to regulation.

The quality of food was good, and the returns and vouchers in 
connection with expenditure appear to he accurately and care- 
fully kept. 

The clinical work continues to he of a high order, and we wish 
again to express our appreciation of the eminence of the teaching 
staff who are devoted to the interests of the institution. Owing 
to the position of the hospital a large number of casualties are 
always under treatment in the wards, while there are found 
occupying the beds, at all times, numerous cases of acute and 
chronic medical and surgical diseases. 

In connection with the hospital the out-patient department 
with separate clinics for diseases of the eye and ear, skin and 
throat, afford students every opportunity to become familiar with 
the most modern appliances used in the diagnosis and treatment 
of diseases. 

We wish, however, to press on the authorities the necessity of 
having, at all times, emergency appliances at hand in the event 
of a case of poisoning being brought to the hospital. These 
remedies should be kept in a separate compartment, and all anti- 
dotes and hypodermic remedies, either in solution or preferably 
in form of tabloid should be labelled so as to aid the memory of 
the resident medical officer on duty. 

The Governors report that the nursing department shows con- 
tinued improvement in all its details, and, so far as we can judge, 
the devotion of the nursing staff to their duties under the Lady 
Superintendent, Miss Kelly, leaves nothing to report hut what 
is satisfactory. 

The low mortality in this hospital may be chiefly attributed to 
the large number of Constabulary patients that are admitted for 
diseases that are comparatively less fatal than those that are 
usually treated in general hospitals. 

In sonie of our hospitals the mortality is rather high, hut this 
does not indicate inefficiency, for general hospitals which hav^eno 
mortality would imply the admission of patients under conditions 
which hardly justify hospital treatment. 

On 1st April, 1902, 110 patients remained in hospital; 1,329 
were admitted during the year; 1,288 were discharged; 61 died; 
and 100 remained at the close of the year. 

The mortality was 3‘80 per cent, on the total treated to e 
termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 26'84 days, 
and the average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 102-96. 

The Meath Hospital. 

On visiting this hospital we were pleased to find that all 
departments were in excellent order. The buildings were in good 
repair, and careful attention was given to adopt all modem 
hygienic requirements. 

The wards presented a cheerful appearance, and the beds and 
bedding were properly looked after. 

The various articles of food, including beef tea, milk, &o., were 
Without exception good, and the cooking all that could be de- 
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sired. We found the general stores arranged -with order and 
neatness, under the care of the Sister in charge; and strict 
economy appears to be constantly kept in vie-w. 

The attention of Miss Lyons, Lady Superintendent, to the re- 
quirements of the patients and the devotion of the nursing staff 
to their duties deserves high commendation. 

We are pleased to find that the reno-wn of the medical and 
surgical teaching at this hospital still attracts a large class o£ 
students. 

In addition to the usual clinical instruction which is given 
regularly by the physicians and surgeons, special lectures are 
delivered on the administration of anaesthetics, the uses and 
application of the X-rays, the oystoscope, and other electro-diag- 
nostic measures. 

With regard to the general management, we have nothing to 
add to our former reports, and -we continim to place great con- 
fidence in the ability and zeal of the Managing Committee. ^ 

The account books -were carefully examined and found written 
up to date and kept with precision, which reflects much credit 
on the Secretary. 

There were 111 patients in this hospital at the commencement 
of the year ; 1,347 were admitted ; 1,255 discharged ; 80 died ; 
and 123 remained on the 31st March, 1903. i i j 

The mortality was 5"99 per cent, on the total number ti eaten 

lo a termination. . nn.i 7 £. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient a-yeraged 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 107'60. 


COEK-STEEET FEVEE HOSPITAL. 

The condition of this hospital gives evidence of ite being con- 
ducted in all details with energy and efficiency. The pressure 
on its accommodation has somewhat increased during the past 
year, but there has been at all times available space for lever 
cases, with the exception of small-pox patients, whom it has been 
deemed piudent not to admit into the hospital during the present 

^The Beneavin Convalescent Home, under the direction of the 
Managing Committee, has been entirely allotted to convalescing 
small-pox patients, and up to the end of March last 17 such cases 
have been received in this Home. . . j j 

We found the wards scrupulously clean, well-ventilated, and 
cheerful. The beds and bedding were in proper order, and the 
supply of linen ample, and each article is marked with the 

hospital stamp. , , . 

The requirements of the patients appear to be in every re- 
spect carefully considered and adequately supplied. The various 
samples of food were of good quahty, and the cooking satisfac- 
tory The general stores were arranged with order and neatness 
under the care of the matron. Miss Ray, who permits nothing 
to be lost or wasted. 
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We are unable to report as fully as -we could wish on the 
new erection of the nurses’ home, but we observed that consider- 
able progress Lad been made with the building, and it is ex- 
pected to be in occupation next year. So far as we can judge 
of the plans it will be admirably suited for its purpose. 

As increased work has devolved on the Medical Superin- 
tendent, a second Eesident Medical Assistant Officer has been 
appointed, and the Managing Committee have also considered 
it advisable to appoint a Night Superintendent to oversee the 
night nursing, a matter of the utmost importance for fever 
patients. 

We wore glad to be informed that a new and improved disin- 
fector is being erected, which will allow of the periodical pu’rili- 
cation of the beds and bedding from the different wards, and 
which will insure the proper disinfection of the patients’ clothes 
prior to their discharge. 

It is also intended to add a discharge department (previously 
recommended in our .37th Annual Report), where the patients 
can be bathed and disinfected when leaving the hospital, similar 
to the arrangements of the Metropolitan Asjdum Board in London. 

The facilities afforded by the Managing Committee for the 

E rompt conveyance and admission of fever patients (by the 
ospital ambulance wagon) indicate sound administrative views, 
which both tend to prevent the spread of disease and prove ad- 
vantageous to the ratepayers. 

On the 1st April, 1902, 105 patients were in hospital; 2,900 
were admitted during the year ; 2,488 were discharged ; 337 
died ; and 180 then remained. The time spent in hospital by 
each patient averaged 27'69 days, and the average number of 
beds occupied was 198'80. The mortality on those treated to a 
termination was 11'92. 

House of Industry Hospitals. 

It is impossible to go throng'n this institution without being 
forcibly struck with the improvements and additions which 
have been carried out within the last few years, and which 
largely tend to the better treatment and increased comfort of 
the patients. 

At the outbreak of the present epidemic of small-pox the 
Governors had the Auxiliary Hospital ready for the reception 
and treatment of these cases. The strictest precautions have 
been taken for the complete segregation of patients, and a 
separate stad of nurses and servants has been appointed for 
this department. We have ascertained that due provision has 
been made for thorough disinfection of all materials used, and 
for. the destruction of such clothing as might be deemed neces- 
sary. The Governoi'.s have also informed us that in the event 
of the epidemic extending, accommodation can be provided for 
100 additional patients. 

With regard to the general work of the hospitals the Board 
of Governors have always endeavoured as far as possible to pro- 
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vide for the extension and advancement of medical education 
and with that view, they have from time to time appointed to the 
staff representatives of all the branches of medicine and surgery 
suitable for teaching in a general hospital. We were informed 
that the class attending the hospitals has maintained a high 
average, notwithstanding .the general decrease in the number of 
medical students during recent years. 

The medical and surgical records are kept with the care and 
accuracy which characterise the whole clinical work of the insti- 
tution, and which must prove of great advantage for future 
reference. 

The kitchen is well lighted, and the cooking appliances are of 
the best description. The diets are good and sufficient, and the 
food is comfortably served. 

It is abundantly evident that the Resident Medical Officers 
devote constant attention and kindness to the patients, and the 
Matron, Miss M'Donnell, appears to be unremitting in dis- 
charging her onerous duties, and de.serves special commendation. 

The books of finance were examined, and appeared to be 
carefully kept by the Secretary, and all returns required are 
promptly furnished to this Board. 

Since our last visit a valuable addition has been made by 
the construction of a suitable post-mortem room. The mortuary 
which adjoins deserves special notice for the excellence of its 
arrangements and artistic design. 

Considerations of this kind show respect for the feelings of the 
friends of deceased patients, and are calculated to lead the public 
to place confidence in the general management of the institu- 
tion. 

Haedwicke Fevee Hospital. 

Twenty-six patients remained in hospital on the 1st of 
April, 1902; 1,052 were admitted during the year; 901 were 
discharged ; 126 died; giving a mortality of 12'27 percent, on the 
total number of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 58-75, and the time .spent inho.spital by each patient averaged 
Sl'62 days. 

Whitwoeth Medical Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1902, 48 patients remained in hospital ; 
712 were admitted ; 689 were discharged ; 45 died ; giving a 
mortality of 7-61 per cent, on the total number of cases treated 
to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 44'02, and the 
time spent in hospital bj' each patient under treatment averaged 
23’59 days. 
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Richmond Sukgical Hospital. 

There were 72 patients in this hospital when the year 
commenced; 1,012 were admitted; 960 were discharged ; 42 
died; showing a mortality of 4'19 per cent on the total number 
of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
68-55, and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaaed 
21-37 days. 


Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

This hospital continues to maintain its high character. We 
found every department in excellent order and the patients in all 
respects well provided for. The food was of good quality and 
well cooked. The wards were well ventilated ar;d seriqmlously 
clean. The nurses appear to be intelligent and efficient. 

A large number of medical students and qualified practitioners 
avail themselves of this institution to acquire a competent 
knowledge of midwifery and of diseases peculiar to women. 

We were glad to be informed that the sanitary condition of the 
buildings was satisfactory, and that no disease resulting from 
defective hospital hygiene had appeai-ed during the year. 

The drains are reported to be efficient and in good order, and 
, the dust bins are emptied daily by the Dublin Corporation. The 
hot air chamber belonging to the hospital is used when deemed 
necessary for disinfecting blankets, bedding, and all woollen 
fabrics. 

We were pleased to find that an expert Bacteriologist has 
recently been appointed to the institution. He devotes himself 
to the examination of morbid products, which is in accordance 
with modem view.s, and is necessary as a means for .scientific 
research. 

The financial boohs and the records of the hospital were 
examined and found carefully kept and written up to date. 

On the 1st April, 1902, there were 47 patients in the labour 
wards; 1,947 were admitted during the year; 1,938 were dis- 
charged, including 296 not having been delivered; 12 died; 
and 44 remained in the hospital at the end of the year. 

Twenty-seven patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic de- 
partment on the 1st of April, 1902 ; 494 were admitted ; 491 dis- 
charged ; 2 died in the year ended 31st March, 1903, and 28 
then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 44.74, and that of the chronic class was 
28-67. 

The time spent in hospital by labour cases averaged 9"60 days, 
and that by the chronic class 21.32 days. 
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The mortality in the labour wards— deducting non-parturient 

(^,es was 0-72 per cent., and that of the chronic class was 0'40 

per cent. 

The Coombe Ltinq-in Hospital. 
lor the last few years this important and useful hospital has 
shown marked and continued improvement in every respect. 

We found the wards in excellent order and the patients treated 
with care and attention. 

The food was of good quality and suitably cooked. We were 
informed that the nurses are all efficient and assidious. _ They are 

under the supervision of a trained Superintendent who is devoted 

to her arduous duties and to the interests of the hospital. 

Since our last inspection we observed many alterations and 
additions which will tend to the better treatment of patients, 
and to their increased comfort. 

The new Gynscological wing which has been recently erected 
appears suitable in all details for its purpo.se -it provnles two 
well-ventilated additional wards an operating theatre 
accommodation for students. This byalding ony 
transfer of patients on the completion ot some minor works. ^ 

We have ascertained that all hospital arrangements and duties 

are conducted with regularity and punctuahty and in con^^^^ 

to regulations. Much careful attention is given to 
a pekct sanitary condition, 

prominent positions in each ward for the guidance of pupils and 
nurses. 

The out-door department, which has been for 
prominent feature of this hospital, continues to merit favourable 

notice. 

The practice of assigning ^t’^dents to attend (in comp^^^ 

a qualified assistant) on women in child-be a p g _ j. 

is, for many reasons, judicious and important as a means of afford 
ing valuable instruction. 

. We cannot forbear adding that the Governors are en^ 
great credit for their persevering energy in raaintaimn,, this 

serving charity. . , 

On the 1st Anril 1902, there were 12 patients in the labour

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year by labour cases was 16’20, and that by chronic cases was 

9’66. 

The time spent in hospital by labour patients averaged 11-87 
days, and that by the chronic class 24'62 days. 
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mortality of patients admitted to the chronic wards wai 
0-34 on those treated to a termination, and that of the labour 
class was 0'63 per cent. 


Royal Hospjtal foe Inctjeaelbs.
